Itis called a bureau 
for convenience only. itis simply the 
headquarters of a very hard-working 
gentleman and his friends. That is all 
there is of it, and we beg the Peagreens 
to remember this, if, through any relapse 
into what we admit is a venomous cus- 
tom, we should miscall this workshop 
and directory a bureau. 

The failure of the last general assem- 
b.y to make the usual appropriation, 
caused a suspension of the geological 
survey of the state—by far the most im- 
portant work of the commission. Dr. 
Little, however, has kept his office open, 
and continued the correspondence, so 
that he is enabled to report an increasing 
interest in the mineral region of the 
state. Since the beginning of the actual 
geological survey of the state, five years 
ago, fifty gold mills with five hundred 
stamps have been put into actual opera- 
tion in Georgia, representing a capital 
of nearly half a million of dollars, 
brought into the state from the north and 
'west. The collection of minerals in his 
office shows the vast undeveloped 
resources of Georgia.

The portions of the report relating to 
the Mississippi river are very interesting. 
The success of the Eads channel at the 
South Pass @considered permanent; and 
the views of the, commission as to the 
further improvement of the river are to 
be presented to congress as a matter of 
unusual importance. The defenceless 
condition of our seacoast is also very 
properly mentioned. If the secretary 
had asked for less money to maintain a 
force that is only partially employed, and 
more for the great river and the defense 
of our coast cities, he would have come 
nearer the sentiment of the country and 
the probable action of congress. 


The Mineral Wealth of Georgia. 

We have already alluded to the fact 
that Mr. Adderton, of Sumter, has intro- 
duced a bill in the house to re-esfablish 
the geological bureau and to provide for 
the maintenance of the same. A similar 
bill has been, or is about to be,introduced 
in the senate, and each will be reported 
upon by appropriate committees. These 
bills embody one of the most important 
measures that will come before the gen- 
eral assembly—a measure which com- 
mends itself to every man of educated 
whose ideas are practical 

enough to embrace a desire for the sub- 
stantial progress of the state and the 
development of our material resources.

portant matter as thoughtful and reason- 
ablemen. They have shown recently in
